REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a headlight as set forth in 
Claims 1 and 38 having at least one semiconductor chip, which belong to the headlight 
element outputs and can be operated independently of other semiconductor ships and 
wherein each of the semiconductor chips is integrated into the headlight without a 
housing. 

2. The prior art when taken separately or combined fails to teach and/or show a 
headlight element as set forth in Claim 51 having an optical concentrator being a 
dielectric concentrator whose base body is a solid body which is composed of a 
dielectric material and having sidewalls which connect the light input to the light output 
and are designed that direct connecting lines which run on the side walls run essentially 
in a straight line between the light input and the light output.
